PURPOSE 



To provide a standard procedural plan for infonastion actions 
relative to Discoverer launches carrying bicaae^lcal specinieoG. 
2. SITUATION 

The bioeedicai experiiaents conducted as part of the Piscoverer 
satellite series are daaigjaed to provide the Air Force with, data on the 
response of gniaal specimens to the envIroniReiit of space fligit including- 
data on the ability of the specissens to perfors certain psychomotor tests 
during space flight vhica vill serve as a basis for determining how veil 
the pilot of the space craft win be able to perform the functions re- 
quired of hisu The blcsedical experiaisnts ere coaducted as an adjunct 
to the priaary objectives of the satellite series vhich are to test 
launching techniques, propulsion, coaaamlcations, orbital perfora&nce 
and recovery techniques required in the develojaaeat of a series of satellite 
systems. 
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3- BffORMATIGK 0BJSCTIY2 

Inasjmich as the Air Force has resisted ail efforts of the aaedic 
to acquire advance Information and photographic coverage of the various 
preparatory phases of the Disecverer hicraedicel program, it is the- purpose 
of this plan to provide for the dissemination of aaxlsBsa infonaation about 
the hicaasdical portion of the Discoverer program, consistent vith military 
security and propriety. Because of the special significance of the photo- 
graphic coverage of these experiments , this plan will online procedures 
vfeerecy those a»di& having a long lend tiae vill have available still 
photo and/or notion picture coverage veil in advance of the launching, 
for use on a "hold for launch* "basis. Tnis is considered to be in the 
heat interests of the Air Force and the Department of Defense. 

k. RSSPGffSIBILITXgS 

Under direction of the Secretary of Defense, the Departoient 
of the Air Force, through the Director of Inforastion, is responsible for 
the ii^leaaentstion of thia plan. The Departasat of the Savy, through the 
CouBiander, Pacific Kissile Range, Point Mugu* California, will provide 
support as required by the Departsent of Defense. 

5- wzamAyxm actiqhs 

a. This plen will serve all Discoverer bioaedicol launching 

at Vandenberg AFB and vill he subject to aaaen&aents in the event of chjse£in£ 
requirements. This plan vill be ii^lesented in five phasea: (l) PRHF/J^ • lX;i^ 
(2) Pas-LABBCH, (3) LffluTKH, (k) ORBIT, and (5) HiEOVSKir. 

b. The AF3MD Inforatttion Officer will serve &u executive agent 
for SA*QI in is^lewenting infonsation action relative to this plan. 



c. HIA5S I - PHSPARflTICK 

(1) At 1 ; -5 days preceding each Discoverer biomedical launch, 
unless otherwise directed by SA?OI, media representatives will be aoriried 
of the upcoming Jaanch on a "hold-.? or- release" "basis, end fact sneers, rtill 
photo material end Motion picture clips will be aede available to the aedia 
for U3e on a ''hold for launch" basis. SAFOI-L& will notify Los Angeles and 
San Diegp aedia. The InfornEtion Officer, 659^th Test Wing (Satellite) vill 
notify the San Francisco media. The Veadenberg Infona&tion Officer will 
notify local asdia including San Joaquin and Sacrasaesito valleys. The In- 
formation Officer, Hq. ? ¥ACA? will notify Hawaiian atedia. Media represen- 
tatives in Wasnington will he serviced on tfas ssaa basis concnrrently with 
West Coast Eews Services, Departiaexit of Defense. The caterial to he pieced 
with aedia on "hold for lannch p basis will cover three phases of preparation: 
(1) the ecquisition of and the care and training of iksericsn-bom 5hesus 
Eonkeys as space flight speeiaensj (2) the Mark II Life Support ^-stea; 
(3) '-Sie Bioassdicai Teat Prograaj. 

d. fkass ii - pss-Lausea 

(1) The Vandehberg AFB Information Center will bo open to 
the pres3 at T-4 hours. A pre- launch technical briefing will be conducted 
T^y AFB8D project personnel on test objectives, assisted by key project per- 
sonnel ot the School of Aviation Medicine at the University of Texas ~ 
USAF Hadio- Biology Laboratory. 

e. PSA55 III - L&flfCg 

(l) Live television and radio vill be authorized for release 
on "fire- in- the- tail." However, no television or radio announcements per- 
taining to live coverage will be authorized prior to "fire- in- the- tail." 
"Hold- for- release- xint J 1- launch" snpliec to all stadia- 



(2) If technical difficulties or weather conditions force 
a postponement of launch after the press reports to the Vandenberg Infor- 
mation Center, a brief annoiinceaent to that effect vill be raede. (Annex 1. 
Page 1). 

(3) As soon as practicable after launch, a brief confirmatory 
stateaont vill be Issued aclmovled^ing that the launch has been accomplished. 
(Amsex I f Page 2). 

(k) A statement vill be available for use in the event of 
explosion on the launch pad or other sissilar occurrence. (Annex I, Page 3). 

(5) -An announccEsant vill be made as soon an practicable 
confirming second stage firing or announcing that 2nd stage has failed to 
separate or ignite. (.Annex I, Page3 k and 5)- 

(6) Provision will be saade by the Vandenberg 10 to inform 
SAF0I-3a of each of the above announcements, when and if reads, in order 
that the Air Force Press Desk say service press queries in the Washington 
area. 

f. PHASE IV - ORBIT 

(l) As soon as practicable after launch (c^roroxiisately 
T+2 hours) a press release containing all orbital data on the satellite 
vill be prepared by the XO, Hq., AFEMD, and given to news sedia at the 
Van&anberg Press Center. Provision vill be made by the AFBMD 10 to ser- 
vice media in the Los Angeles area vith the release. ISie AFEMD 10 vill 
also provide SAFGI-3& vith the release prior to issuance in order that 
the Air Ftorce press desk say service the press desk in Washington. 

(2) Due to the fact that selection of the flight specjjsen 
from a group of three or naore candidates say occur as late as T-12 hours, 



or if selection ia made earlier, substitution could occur up to TV 12 hours, 
still end motion picture Material on the selection, preparation, introduc- 
tion of the specimen into the Mark H Life Support tiystem., zaating of zh& 
capsule re-entry vehicle and satellite vehicle vill not be available to 
the press on & "bold- for- launch basis. Sfterefore, this material will be 
acquired, prepared in release rora and released as practicable after launch 
(epproxiaately T+3 hours) vhich should be 8ubse<2uent to ermounceaeat of 
orbit. If orbit is not achieved, this aaterial will not be released, 

(3) itaangesssnts vill be made with the appropriate technical 
personnel to provide information to be prepared in press release foim on 
the animal, which should include information on his respiration end elect rc- 
ctardiogxm, information on the performance of the Life Support System indi- 
cating whether or not teaperature, pressure, humidity, etc., are being 
properly maintained, and information aa to -whether or not ve are accjuiring 
the desired date via telsnstry. This material should be laade available to 
the press once prior to 2000 hours of the dsy of launch snd again prior to 
0600 hours or* the day following launch.

be ©axle. This release vill be handled in Los Angeles and Washington on 
en answer- to- query basis. AFH® vill be responsible for prosper and tiaely 
notification, to SA70I-3a of release ties*. 

(3) At recovery plua 30 minutes or earlier, a release on 
the initial successful recovery will be Bade in Hawaii. Word of initial 
recovery vill be flashed froa* aircraft or naval unit participating to 
the 659^th Becovery Control Group, Hickam AFB, and thence to the AFBKD 
Information Representative for release action- The A?BHD representative 
also vill be responsible for providing for notification of Itq. , AF3MD-LA 
and SAPOI of successful recovery. 

(a) Subsequent recovery releases will be isa&e by 
the C&ief , Office of Inforoation, FACAF, under the direction of the 
&F2&8) Information Officer at Hicssa AFB. 

{h) At initial Recovery (Aerial) plus one hour, or soonest 
thereafter, a press conference will be held by appropriate Air Force offi- 
cers in the Pentagon (DOD Radio-TV studio). Press conference viH deal 
vith significance of successful recovery operation and its effect upon 
future space operations. If varranted, Recovery press aoufermce vill be 
piped to AFEMD suditoriusi for benefit of the West Coast press. Arrange- 
seats to pipe conference to West Coast vill be initiated by GAF0I-3e 
throu^i ASD/PA Audio- Visual Branch. 

(a) At Initial Recovery plus one hour, or soonest 
thereafter, recovery crew individual biographies and pictures vill be 
provided for Pentagon pre33 conference by SA?GI-3c. 



(5) In the event of air recovery, no etten$>t will "be made 
to open the capsule or examine the anlmaT while the capsule is in flight. 
Upon landing, the capsule vlll be removed to a secure area where it will 
be opened and the condition of the anixeal will be determined. Sfedical 
attention viil be given the anisal, if necessary. At this tinse, a standard 
release will be made (See Aimex I) either to the effect that the animal 
is in a. satisfactory condition or that the anlml did not survive the 
test. Both releases will contain a stock paragraph to the effect that 
so further infoxmatioc will be available until after a co»$>lete medical 
examination of the animal has been conducted. This asey require a natter 
of hours or a Batter of days, depending upon test results. 

(6) (a) If the physical condition of the anioal is such that 
exposure to the press will act endanger the test objectives, the press 
will be allowed to photograph the animal at this tiiae. IT, in the opinion 
of the AFB&& Bio- Astronautics representative , this is not faa&ible, but 
if the condition is such that exposure under controlled- conditions to media 
representatives is permissible, these representatives will be selected on 
a pool basis, one each representing the wire services, the still photo 
aediua, the TV and action pie$u» sediua and the Baetropolitan press. 
If this exposure is not considered practicable, official USAF photographers 
will provide photographic coverage to be released in keeping with Aruxs& II 
of this plan. 

(b) Still pictures taken during recovery operation 
will be processed at Hic&ara AFB for inasadiate release provided the recovery 
aircraft landed at Hlc&am. All stills will be reviewed by a technical rep- 
resentative of the Discoverer project prior to release. Under no circua- 
stances will any still photos of the recovery operation be released, without 



specific approval of the proper technical representative of the Discoverer 
project. The sssie procedure vill be folloved in the event air retrieval 
from the sec is aceofliplisaed. In the event of sea recovery by surface 
craft, the photographic documentation vill be cceaqplished by the If&vy 
vhich will include the evening of the capsule at sea by the Air Force 
bio~sedieal representative aboard, and the detenaination of the condition 
of the speciaen vill be dispatched by the fastest possible Beans to the 
CO, 659kth Recovery Control Group, Eiokam AFB, Air snatch of photographic 
coverage fro© the recovery ship will be effected if practicable. 

(c) Press sedia in Hawaii viH be permitted to interview 
crev members after debriefing and to photograph recovery aircraft end crew. 
Externals of covered capsule being off-loaded and loaded on waiting aircraft 
will be permitted if action occurs in unrestricted area and if no delay 
in trans- shipjaent occurs. 

{&) At Initial Recovery plus ho hours or earlier, 
njotion pictures taken of recovery operation will be released nationally' 
by SAPOI-LA. 

(e) If recovery is by sea, necessary photography of 
pick* up vill be accc^lished by the 5avy. AH still pictures vill be 
delivered iaBBs&letely to the VPC&? Office of Information &>r security 
review and handling. 

(f) lotion and still photogrssphy of aerial recovery 
operation will be accoa^>liahed by the Air Kiotograpfcic end Charting Service- 
APC3 camerassen vill be assigned to each C-119- 

(g) If aerial recovery is attended and fails, an 
announcsraent vill be sads to that ef$3Ct at Hiciism AFB. Announceisent vill 
include confirmed re-entry data- 



(h) If sea recovery fails , an announcement to thai; 
effect vill be xaade by IX)D, Washington. This announcement vill include 

confirmed re-entry data and an evaluation of success of 'Discoverer 

experiment.
